Tax On Publications Un 
constitutional, Says 
U. S. Court 


CHICAGO, Feb. 10. (/P)—Towering snowdrifts and 
glacial cold crippled much of the mid-continent today, re¬ 
turning the fight against the elements to the terms of 
pioneer days. 

Isolated ranchers in South Dakota burned fence posts 
and hay to keep warm, while their city cousins in snow¬ 
bound communities in that and other Central states rationed 
fuel against the sub-zero cold. Abnormally cold weather, 
the weather bureau said, would continue in the North-Cen¬ 
tral states tomorrow and probably 
through Wednesday, with, how¬ 
ever some rise in temperatures in 
extreme southern sections tonight 
or Tuesday. 

Througout the Middle West aug¬ 
mented crews worked to dig out 
the paths of modern travel- -high¬ 
ways and railroads, after a week¬ 
end in which both were almost at 
a standstill. 

30-Foot Drifts 

Double engines pulled some 
trains into Chicago, as many as 
50 shovelers rode other lines. 

Drifts in railroad cuts were re¬ 
ported as deep as 30 feet. 

The longest and bitterest cold 
spell of many years clung on 
relentlessly, with the lowest re¬ 
corded temperature minus-33 at 
Williston, X. D. Almost the en¬ 
tire northern half of the coun¬ 
try was in the grip of zero, suh- 
7,ero or near zero cold. 

Winter pushed the zero front as 
far south as extreme southern 
Missouri, and east to New York. 

Dramatic Rescues 

Many dramatic rescues were re¬ 
ported including the saving by 
coast guardsmen of seven CCC 
workers afloat on ice floes in Cape 
Cod bay for 22 ' 2 hours. At the 
same time an airplane started 
from Sault Ste Marie, Mich., to 
search for three men adrift on ice 
in Lake Michigan. 

Snow plows and shoveling crews 
raced deprivation in many sec¬ 
tions. Country areas in southern 
Minnesota were pressed not only 
for fuel but for provisions. Farm¬ 
ers loaded cans of milk on tobog¬ 
gans and drew them by hand to 
some towns where supplies were 
running short. 

Cold Kills Two 

Throughout Illinois, 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 10. 0PI— 
A Louisiana law passed at the be¬ 
hest of the late Senator Huey P. 
Long, taxing newspaper and other 
advertising, was killed by the 
supreme court today as an uncon¬ 
stitutional restraint upon the free¬ 
dom of the press. 

" This seems to be a device to 
limit a free press,'" declared Jus¬ 
tice Sutherland in the court’s 
unanimous decision. "Suppression 
or abridgement of a free press can 
not be veiwed except with con¬ 
cern." 

•Opinion at Stake" 

He said an "informed and en¬ 
lightened opinion” has been at 
stake throughout history and that 
restrains on newspapers plainly 
were prohibited by the 14th 
amendment to the constitution. 

The Louisiana law, passed in 
1934 when Long dominated the 
state's politics, taxes newspaper, 
magazine and motion picture ad¬ 
vertisements. It imposed a 2 per 
cent gross receipts tax on adver¬ 
tisements in publications with a 
weekly circulation of 20,000 or 
more. 

A three-judge federal district 
court in Louisiana had held the 
legislation unconstitutional and 
enjoined the state from enforc¬ 
ing it. 

No TVA Decision 

The court today deferred its 
TVA decision until at least next 
Monday. 

Disappointing another throng of 
notables and lawyers who had ex¬ 
pected the long-awaited ruling, 
the court concluded the handing 
down of rulings without any men¬ 
tion of the contested New Dea! 
law. 

Feb li is the next decision day. 
More than 50 days have passed 
since the TVA arguments. Us¬ 
ually decisions are given out in 
much shorter time.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10. UP) 
More seacoast and western out¬ 
post defense, further increases in 
army enlisted strength and the na¬ 
tional guard, and expansion of the 
air force were recommended to the 
house today in a war department 
appropriation bill carrying $374.- 
981,521 for the nation’s land forces 
in the 1937 fiscal year 

This national defense total was 
another peace time high. It was 
$2.3.803,501 more than the $.351.- 
178.020 allowed for the current 
financial year ending June .30, al¬ 
though $4.3,989 below budget esti¬ 
mates. Nor did the total include 
a grant of authority to contract 
for $10,669,786 worth of equip¬ 
ment, reappropriations of $2,845,- 
925 and $285,000 made available of 
purchase-of-discharge funds. Their 
addition brought military funds 
available to the next fiscal year to 
$388.782.2.32

An impressive funeral in the 
state capitoi awaited arrival Tues¬ 
day of the body from Washing¬ 
ton, where the 76-year-old states¬ 
man of Indian descent died unex¬ 
pectedly Saturday after a heart 
attack 

To Lie in State 

State business will be suspended 
while the official body, headed by 
Gov. Alf. M. Landon and the su¬ 
preme court justices, attend the 
services in the house of repre- 
senatives hall. Dr Harold G. 
Case, pastor of the First Metho¬ 
dist church, will preach the 
sermon. 

For two hours before the fu¬ 
neral, the body will lie in state in 
the capitoi rotunda, not far from 
where Mr. Curtis stood in Au¬ 
gust. 1928, before nearly 50,000 
persons to be notified formally of 
his nomination for the vice presi¬ 
dency.

All public offices in Topeka 
have been asked to close for the 
funeral, the first ever held in the 
Kansas statehouse. 

The funeral party from Wash¬ 
ington will include Mr. and Mrs. 
Edward Gann, brother-in-law and 
sister of Curtis which whom he 
made his home, and Mrs. Webster 
Knight, his daughter. 

The Kaw Indian tribe of Okla¬ 
homa. of which Curtis was a 
member, made plans to be repre¬ 
sented officially at the services.

Ruthie, instead of going on 
the stage, bounded from her cage 
backstage, through a door and 
into the aisle. Her second bound 
carried her into the laps of four 
boys in the fourth row She final¬ 
ly was shot by a policeman in the 
lobby and captured.

"Unless California sets its own 
welfare policy, and takes the mat¬ 
ters of taxation and government 
into its own hands, is in danger of 
being broken flat. We are build¬ 
ing up a system we can not sup¬ 
port, and will eventually become 
the asylum and refuge for the na¬ 
tion’s incompetents." 

With those remarks County Su¬ 
pervisor W. C. Jerome climaxed a 
report of the recent tax confer¬ 
ence called by Gov. Frank Mer- 
riam, which he called “well man¬ 
aged from the government's point 
of view," with an attack on the 
administration of relief and the 
federal-state social security laws. 

Speaking before the board of di¬ 
rectors of the Santa Ana cham¬ 
ber of commerce this morning, Mr. 
Jerome said provisions of the old 
age pension and social security 
law, under which California now 
is operating, would prove ruinous. 

"Under the present set-up, as 
advanced by the federal govern¬ 
ment," he said, “a person must 
only be 55 years of age, and had 
been a resident of the state for 
five years, to be eligible for an old 
age pension. This means in effect 
that a person can come to this 
state, maintain himself by hook or 
crook for three years, apply for 
state aid for two years, and then 
automatically become a pensioner 
and the charge of the state. 

"The only way we can keep this 
whole business from swamping 
and ruining the state, is for county 
hoards to refuse to set aside funds 
for the operation of the pension 
act in their budgets. If there is 
no money for its operation it must 
automatically fail.” 


Requests to the Santa Ana 
chamber of commerce by H. C. 
Hoiles, publisher, to appoint a 
committee to investigate text 
books and information supplied in 
Santa Ana and California schools 
fell on deaf ears when the board 
of directors of the chamber tabled 
the matter this morning. 

Mr. Hoiles, originally called 
upon to make a report o fthe gov¬ 
ernor’s tax conference held last 
week, launched into a discussion 
of the type of education being 
dealt through the schools of the 
state, concluding his remaiks with 
the request that the Santa Ana 
chamber take *be lead in a reform 
movement. 

Mr. Hoiles contended that con¬ 
troversial subjects were not aired 
in the public schools, and that 
pupils were given a one-sided 
"wish-picture" of the modern eco¬ 
nomic scene. Herbert Miller, 
while saying that a committee 
might be appointed, remarked that 
the average business man did not 
wish to enter such a discussion. 
The matter was tabled for further 
consideration after a spirited talk 
by Mr. Hoiles. 

Mr. Hoiles stated that a wide¬ 
spread campaign to air the eco¬ 
nomic situation and tax question 
through the schools is the state s 
only ultimate hope for a final solu¬ 
tion of the question of taxation 
and government as a whole.

Outlining the political potency 
of the Townsend movement, Col.

ROME. Feb. 10. <JP i — Italian 
newspapers today carried reports 
dated Dessye, Ethiopia, saying 
that a squadron of seven Italian 
airplanes had bombed Dessye for 
an hour yesterday killing hundreds 
of Ethiopians while Emperor Haile 
Selassie personally conducted the 
defense of the city. 

Meanwhile the Ethiopian gov¬ 
ernment issued a special com¬ 
munique enumerating the casual¬ 
ties in the bombing raid as one 
dead and three wounded, with a 
Red Cross plane damaged. 

The Italian press version said 
that bombs fell in the vicinity of 
the emperor’s palace, destroyed 
portions of the military encamp¬ 
ment and set the woods surround¬ 
ing Dessye on fire. 

Furthermore, it was reported, 
two Ethiopian airplanes were de¬ 
stroyed 

The Ethiopian government stat¬ 
ed that two of the bombs were 
aimed at a Dutch ambulance. 

The Addis Ababa communique 
said: 

“Dessye vuw iKimbed at 9:45 
a. m. Sunday. One person was 
killed and three wounded. One 
hundred incendiary and explo¬ 
sive bombs were drop|»ed. 

"The villages near Dessye were 
bombed and one woman and one 
child were wounded. 

"The first two bombs visibly 
were dropped over a Dutch am¬ 
bulance but without damage. One 
Ethiopian Red Cross airplane was 
slightly damaged.”

LEAGUE MAY AVOID 
OIL SANCTION 

GENEVA, Feb. 10. (iP)- Prob¬ 
ability that the League of Nations 
will not, after all, impose an oil 
embargo against Italy was seen 
today in diplomatic discussions. 

The oil embargo is under study 
as a supplement to other league 
sanctions against the Mussolini 
government for its campaign in 
Ethiopia. 

But recent developments in 
the Mediterranean area, notably 
the nationalist riots in Egypt 
and Syria, have demonstrated 
adequately what the British 
have feared throughout the 
ltalo-Ethiopian struggle: A con¬ 
tinuation of the war between 
white and colored is likely to 
have repercussions under other 
flags. 

Italy has warned that she would 
consider the application of more 
sanctions an unfriendly act and. 
consequently, many diplomats at 
Geneva fear that more league ac¬ 
tions directed against Italy would 
do nothing but cause more un¬ 
friendliness.

Some of them are repeaters, 
and come drifting back in i year 
or two to ask the police depart¬ 
ment for a bed or a meal aga ! n. 

Saturday before noon there had 
been four csflls at the police sta¬ 
tion. all similar: "There is a man 
bogging at my back door for food 
What will I do with him?” 

Each time a police car was sent 
out to pick up the man and send 
him on his way. The Santa Ana 
war on indigents is no less con¬ 
centrated in its way than that 
launched in Los Angeles. 

Saturday Busy Day 
Saturday afternoon and night is 
the worst time of the week, ac¬ 
cording to Sergeant Neusch- 
wanger. Then these “gentlemen 
of the highways" hit the down¬ 
town areas, where householders 
are doing week-end shopping, for 
their mooching and panhandling. 

Saturday evening the police sta¬ 
tion is apt to be fairly well filled 
with tramps picked up on com¬ 
plaint. suspicion or vagrancy 
charges. Nothing very serious, 
they say, but a constant cause of 
annoyance, worry and expense. If 
the influx is not stopped, it gets 
worse. Word of easy touches and 
good towns gets around among the 
gentry. 

The police do not see more than 
a quarter of them. Men with a 
record, with a worry, or with rea¬ 
son to stay away from the law 
will not come to the station and 
submit to identification and fin¬ 
gerprinting. Others, the kind who 
are on the road out of necessity, 
sometimes feel ashamed at the 
official contact and prefer to 
spend the night under the San¬ 
tiago creek bridge or in a bum 
jungle. 

New Type of Tramp 
And the worst of the situation, 
according to the police sergeant, 
is in the new type of tramp the 
times are breeding. Young, hard, 
reckless, they are products of the 
depression. They've never had a 
job and don't want one. They 
travel light, with a towel and "the 
makings” in their pocket. They 
“mooch” what they can, and what 
they can’t “mooch” they take. 

They haunt the jungles and 
freightyards. They are contempt¬ 
uous of a workaday life. They 
long ago lost any home they had 
wouldn’t use one if they had it 
They’re not the "blanket-stiff" of 
the old days, the old fellow who 
carried his home on his back 
They’ve got nothing except what 
they can get lay from day 
There wasn’t a job in the world 
when they came of working age. 
There was a depression. There

TRINITY COUNTY 

Created Feb. 18, 1850. This is 
one of the original 27 counties. 
This county derived Its name from 
Trinidad bay, which was discover¬ 
ed and named by Captain Bruno 
Ezeta on June 11, 1775. a date 
that happened to be Trinity Sun¬ 
day. The Spanish charts of the 
bay were misleading and Major 
Reading and others thought that 
the river he named Trinity enter¬ 
ed into this hay. 

High mountains, virgin forest, 
glacial canyons, emerald lakes, 
swift streams and incomparable 
scenery make up Trinity county, 
of which it has been said: "It is 
a moot point among those who 
have viewed the Swiss Alps, or 
the nigged splendor of the Fiords 
of Norway, whether any more sup¬ 
erb landscapes or glorious sunsets 
reflected from the snowclad moun¬ 
tains ran he depicted than those 
in the Trinity Alps " 

The land is so little touched by 
industrial development that it is 
almost a virgin country. Of the 
total of 1.981,440 acres, about 75 
per cent is covered by the Trinity 
National forest, while the Shasta 
National forest takes in the ex¬ 
treme northeastern tip Trinity 
once embraced Del Ncrte and 
Humbolt counties. While trappers 
and hunters had penetrated sec¬ 
tion of the comity, it was gold that 
brought in settlers. They encount¬ 
ered many Indians, most of whom 
were friendly, but later clashes 
occured which led up to the Bridge 
Gulch massacre on Hayfork creek 
in 1852. Trinity now is the great¬ 
est paradise for hunters and fish¬ 
ermen in the West 

Trinity has vielded millions in 
gold and today, because none of 
its streams empty into tributaries 
of navigable waters, hydraulic 
mining is permitted. Since 1849 
farming and stock raising have 
been successful in favored dis¬ 
tricts, particularly Hayfork val¬ 
ley. 

Tucked away in the Trinity Alps 
is Weavervllle, county seat, 50 
miles from a railroad. Befitting 
its 80 years, the town of 500 In¬ 
habitants leads a peaceful exist¬ 
ence. In 1850 the population num¬ 
bered 3000. half of which were 
Chinese. Here is an ancient Chi¬ 
nese Joss House now maintained 
by 17 surviving Chinaman. Its 
drapperles and altar decorations 
were imported from China 75 
years ago. Here, too, is the Trinity 
county courthouse, built in 1858. 
Population: 2809. Area: 3096

He was one-eighth Kaw Indian, 
and until he was 10 years old he 
lived on their reservation with his 
grandmother. 

As a boy he loved the tribal life 
of his Indian kinsmen. After his 
grandmother had sent him to To¬ 
peka to school, he once went back 
to the reservation, having tired of 
the white man's ways. 

He was induced, however, to re¬ 
turn to start the career which 
took him near the White House. 

A descendant of Chief White 
Plume of the Kaw tribe and of 
French and English ancestors. 
Curtis, at 10 years of age. went on 
the war path for the first time 
when bloodthirsty Cheyenne In¬ 
dians surrounded the reservation 
of the peaceful Kaws in Morris 
county, Kansas. 

He took the very path which the 
Cheyennes were using and, slip¬ 
ping through their lines, ran 60 
miles to Topeka to tell the white 
soldiers about the plight of his 
people. 

The soldiers reached the reser-

He went for two months, but he 
stayed 31 years. 

That's the attraction Panama 
has had for John M. King, who left 
Saturday with his wife, daughter 
of Mrs. Anna Belding of East 
17th street, on the S. S Kongo 
Maru. for the trip back to his post 
in Panama, after a two-months* 
vacation in Santa Ana. 

Ready for adventure, he was a 
young man of 18 with a bulge of 
a wanderlust, when he walked up 
the gangplank in 1905. bound on 
his first trip for Panama. He was 
engaged as a stenographer for the 
Panama Railroad. 

Two years later he went into 
the employ of the Isthmian Canal 
Commission which later became 
the Panama canal in 1914. where 
he is at present in the quarter¬ 
master’s division of the supply de¬ 
partment of the United States 
government. 

Accent Hat! ( harm 

Evidently a southern accent had 
its charm back in the early 1900’s, 
too. For the young man. who 
hailed from South Carolina was 
successful in his courtship of Irma 
Belding. daughter of the late W. 
M Belding. first master builder 
of the Panama Canal, who after¬ 
wards established a home in Santa 
Ana Competition was keen for 
the charming young American 
girl, one of few white women to 
risk dangers of "roughing it" in 
the early days of construction. 

When she went with her par¬ 
ents into the states, he followed 
her and they were married in New 
Orleans in i909. 

"I've been pretty lucky." re¬ 
marked Mr King when asked if 
he had been ravaged by the fevers 
of the early days. His stocky 
strong - looking body seemed to 
bear out his good health. 

Early Memories 

Early memories of the canal 
construction have as one of their 
headliners for Mr. King the re¬ 
membrance of the late President 
Theodore Roosevelt speaking at 
Cristobal in 1906. (The word, in 
King’s parlance, is Cris-to’bal.) 

Mr. King has five years' service 
before he will be retired by the 
government Mr and Mrs. King 
then plan to establish a home in 
Santa Ana. Their two sons are 
attending schools in this country 
at present. John, the elder, at 
Duke University in North Caro¬ 
lina, and Robert W . at Cal-Tech 
in Pasadena. 

Their ship will land at Balboa.

Nev.) of the senate foreign 
relations committee today advo¬ 
cated naval and air forces "suf¬ 
ficient to protect” United States 
"rights." 

Hurling criticism at Japanese 
policy on the senate floor, the 
prominent administration man 
spoke of treaties "openly and 
ruthlessly violated " Fie referred to 
what he called Japanese "threats." 
"propaganda” and "arrogance." 

China Peaceful 

"China is still an independent 
sovereign government, at peace 
with the world, and desirous of 
trading with us." he said, "and 
there is nothing in the circum¬ 
stances that can legally, or long 
physically, interfere with such 
trade.” 

Because of his high position at 
the head of the senate committee 
dealing with international affairs, 
his speech was regarded as cer¬ 
tain to attract world-wide atten¬ 
tion. 

He called upon congress to 
"take cognizance" of the island 
empire's policy toward China, and 
"its intended effect upon the 
United States ” 

"Three Pacts Violated" 

Pittman declared Japanese 
armies’ conquest of Manchuria 
"was in violation of the covenant 
of the Ix*ague of Nations, the Kel- 
logg-Briand pact to outlaw war, 
and the nine-power pact 

He asserted that in asking con¬ 
gress to study the eastern ques¬ 
tion. he had in mind that "con¬ 
gress alone has the power and the 
duty imposed upon it to appropri¬ 
ate money for the national de¬ 
fense” 

Pittman quoted a Japanese 
writer as saying America "is ready 
to renounce her traditional prin- 
cip'e of the freedom of the seas ” 

"Well,” the chairman declared, 
"the United States does not in¬ 
tend to surrender the freedom of 
the seas and recognizes no juris¬ 
diction in any government on the 
high seas beyond the three-mile 
limit in time of peace ”

The appellate court ruled that 
regardless of the history of the 
gold, the fact remained that no 
one made a demand for it during 
the five years after it was seized 
by the state and, therefore, it 
should escheat to the state.

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THREE WASTES OF TIME 

N OBODY “does anything” about the weather, as far as 
we know, except the citrus growers. When occasion 
demands, they heat it up a bit with their smudge pots. 

There are several other highly important matters 
that nobody does anything about. And though these are 
of direct interest to all of us, we simply don't even try 
to remedy many costly situations. 

We refer particularly to our calendar, our measuring 
system and our spelling. All of them, obviously, need 
drastic reform. We would save ourselves endless bother 
and expense by changing them, yet we all go along year 
after year using the outworn tools of a bygone day. 

The calendar is highly illogical. It has one month of 
28 days (except every fourth year when it has 29), sev¬ 
eral of 30 and the rest of 31. At least half the population 
never can remember which is which. The quarters, impor¬ 
tant for purposes of business comparison, are of varying 
lengths, and so are the halves. The months begin on dif¬ 
ferent days year by year, and the holidays swing through 
puzzling cycles. 

Scientists have perfected a calendar that corrects 
most of these and some other difficulties, and probably 
in the dim future the nations will adopt it. In the mean¬ 
time, we go muddling along with an imperfect one. 

Every student of mathematics or of science knows 
that the metric system should be adopted to replace our 
absurd arrangements of pints, quarts, inches, feet, bush¬ 
els, etc. In a few fields it is being used more and more, 
for instance, in some of the more important track and 
field meets. A great many headaches and a vast amount 
of time for people will be saved when a complete change¬ 
over is made. 

Thousands of tons of paper are needlessly used per 
year, and weary hours are added to every student’s work 
simply because we cling to ancient and foolish ways of 
spelling the words we write. 

All of which proves very conclusively that every¬ 
body’s business is nobody’s business, and also that we are 
a lazy bunch of humans—so lazy that we continually 
cause ourselves an immense amount of completely need¬ 
less work. 

Two hundred New York debutantes are to come 
out this season at a cost of $10,000 each. That’s al¬ 
most enough to keep the average American family 
alive for 10 years. 

AL SMITH AND SOCIALISM 

A N D N O W the Socialists are good and mad at A1 
Smith. Norman Thomas, head man for Socialism, 
indignantly denies Al’s accusation that the brain trusters 
have stolen the Socialist platform. Furthermore, the 
Roosevelt reform program is just the opposite of Social¬ 
ism, says Mr. Thomas, explaining that the New Deal is 
trying to save capitalism which he hates. 

“There is nothing Socialist about trying to regulate or 
reform Wall Street,” he says. “Socialism wants to abolish 
the system of which Wall Street is an appropriate symbol. 

“There is nothing Socialist about trying to break up 
great holding companies. We Socialists would prefer to 
acquire holding companies in order to socialize the utili¬ 
ties now subject to them. 

“There was no Socialism at all about taking over all 
the banks which fell into Uncle 'Sam's lap, putting them 
on their feet again, and turning them back to the bankers 
to see if they could bring them once more to ruin. 

“There was no Socialism at all about putting in a 
co-ordinator to see if he could make the bankrupt railroad 
systems profitable so they could be more expensive for 
the Government to acquire as sooner or later the Govern¬ 
ment, even a Republican Party Government, under capital¬ 
ism, must.” 

Not only that, but Mr. Thomas says the only way the 
Democrats have carried out the Socialist platform is “on 
a stretcher.” 

Poor Al. The New Deal Democrats are down on him. 
The Republicans haven’t much use for him. And now the 
Socialists add a tin can to the string. Maybe he really 
is the unhappy worrier.
